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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 9-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Gustafsson (Patent No. 6,351 ,647) in view of Hoirup et al. (Patent No. 6,397,054). 

Consider claim 9, 15, 16. Gustafsson teaches a method for controlling 
establishment of connections to mobile stations present in an area hit by a disaster, the 
method comprising: 

transmitting a sequence in a message sent to the mobile stations in at least one 
cell of a mobile radio network present in the area (C2, L45-67,C3, L1-18, C3, 138-50, 
Fig. 2, Illustrate transmitting broadcast SMS from BST to MS which read on transmitting 
a sequence in a message sent to the mobile stations) 

and providing that a connection only be established from a mobile station in the 
area to a destination called by the mobile station if the mobile station requesting the 
connection establishment communicates the sequence (C3, L30-30, C4, L9-18, Fig. 3, 
Illustrate MS requesting connection through SMS from MS to BST). 

It would have been obvious at the time that the invention was made that person 
having ordinary skill in the art to modify Gustafsson system, such that in an area of 
disaster, transmitting a sequence in a message sent to the mobile stations when the 
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mobile station requesting the connection establishment communicates the sequence to 
provide means for the users capable of transmitting short message during emergency 
and avoiding overload communication in the a disaster area. Since Gustafsson teach all 
the limitation of claims 9, 15 and 16 but silent on "disaster area". However, Hoirup 
(Patent No. 6, 397, 054) teach "Emergency call and short message", Further teach users 
place emergency call using short message Column 2, lines 65-67, column 3, lines 1-8 
as indicated and interpreted as establishment of connections to mobile stations present 
in an area hit by a disaster. 

Consider claim 10. Gustafsson teaches a method for controlling establishment of 
connections to mobile stations as claimed in claim 9, wherein the sequence is 
transmitted as a cell broadcast short message (C5, L20-26, C6, L32-37). 

Consider claim 11. Hoirup teaches a method for controlling establishment of 
connections of mobile stations as claimed in claim 9, wherein the sequence is 
transmitted as a circuit switched group call (C3, L35-55 teach MSC in the system with 
can transmitted as a circuit switched group call). 

Consider claims 12, 13. A method for controlling establishment of connections of 
mobile stations as claimed in claim 9, wherein the transmission of the sequence occurs 
via an SIM application toolkit of a mobile station, the SIM application toolkit prompting 
the mobile station to transmit data representing at least one of a telephone number of 
the mobile station and a terminal number of the mobile radio to one of the mobile radio 
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network and a destination (the office take office notice and well know in the art that 
mobile device contain SIM card which representing telephone number of the mobile 
station and subscriber ID number of the mobile station) . 

Consider claim 14. Hoirup teaches a method for controlling establishment of 
connections of mobile stations as claimed in claim 9, further comprising scanning at 
least one of telephone numbers and mobile station device numbers of the mobile 
stations in the area to substantially ascertain which of the mobile stations are present in 
the area (C4, LI55-67, C5, L1-19).
